In the meanwhile the council is getting ready to 
‘increase the commissioners from three to five. There 
is much to be said in favor of the move. The var- 
iety of matters that the board has to attend to is 
such that it-is hard to see how they can do every- 
thing efficiently. But the change must not be made 
with any but the one object in view. If the extra 
appointments are brought about before the Bouillon 
matter is cleared up, it would very naturally be tak- 
en to mean that the council was using this method 
lo nullify his influence, when it could not make out ? 
case for his dismissal. 


Mr. H. J. Dawson makes the suggestion that the 
arrangements for the amalgamation of Edmonton 
and Strathcona be hurried along with. all speed and 
that the consummation of the movement be celebra- 
ted on Coronation Day. It is an excellent one. The 
joint committee representing the two municipalities 
finds practically no difficulties in the way. The 


people of both realize how much union means and 


are anxious to have it brought about at the earliest 
possible date, so that the the Greater city may ge‘ 
down to the immense tasks ahead of it. 

- Strathcona asks that there should be at leas 
{liree members of the council from that side of th: 
river. This is not unreasonable, though it will pro. 
bably mean the adoption of the ward system. Not 
can.it be said that this will be an unmitigated evil 
TAmonton could divide very naturally into three 
-wards, each electing thrée aldermen. These div 
isions would be: sufficiently large to favor the elec’ 
ion of a good class of men, while the sectional cr: 
would disappear from municipal contests. 

If we could celebrate at the same time the 
-crowning of the King and the fruition of the hopes 
of long years for the establishment of one great city 
on the banks of the North Saskatchewan, there 
would be a great incentive to make the occasion a 
notable one in all respects, The association of the 
two events would give a happy flavor to each. 

There is apparently no reason why union shoul 
not be brought about immediately. It will be ne. 
-cessary to move quickly but nothing would suffe: 
from our doing so. The joint committee shoulc 
take up the suggestion in earnest at its next meeting:

granted its license should be able to secure its dis- 
solution by an appeal to ecclesiastical auiiorities 

The ministerial association is quite right as fai 
as it goes but it does not go far enough. In all 
parts of the Dominion we should have marriage 
firmly established purely asa civil contract. Ii 
ihe contracting parties wish’ to have a religious cere. ,

cerned whether their union is to have ecclesiastica' 
sanction of. not.

Considering ils proximity to the Swift plant ane 
lo the railway lines we cannot make a mistake iv 
the location selected. The details of the enterprise 
can be worked out later but we should acquire the 
site without delay. 

Those who have been in close touch with th 
greal live stock centres in the country to the soutl 
appreciate best just what development along these 
lines means. One of the most successful farmer 
in the Edmonton district, one of the men who com 
ing from the United States with the first large move 
ment from that country and whose activitles both a: 
a farmer and as a citizen can well be pointed out to 
those who are in the habit of speaking disparagingly 
of the American settler, has a very interesting ar- 
ticle in the current number of The Alberta Home- 
stead, in which he describes what Edmonton may 
hope for from Its growth as a live stock centre. The 
writer is Mr. D. W. Warner. Discussing the need 
of Union stock yards he says:— 

“The Edmonton people have now an opportuni- 
ly to take the most important step in’ this matter (hat 
can be taken at present by passing the bylaw pro- 
viding money to buy a site for a municipal union 
stockyard. It would do more towards establishing 
confidence in the Edmonton markets than millions 
put in by any company to provide a corporation 
market for private gain. [ have been wondering 
while thinking on this matter whether the voters 
have given thought according to the importance of 
this undertaking. 1 sincerely hope they have, but I 
have heard very little for or against the bylaw. 
Knowing conditions and ‘possibilities as | think | do, 
I can see the stock business taking on new life and 
going ahead by leaps and bounds If the money is 
provided for the above mentioned site, considering 
that other and proper development follows. later. 
I have been so interested since: this proposition was 
brought up that it has been: hard for’ me: to refrain 


“as fong as f have from having sométbing to say re- 


garding it, emphasizing the importance of the city 
establishing the slock yards in preference to allowing 
any company to do so because of the increased con- 
fidence it will give to the producers in the business, 
on account of the prospect of a fair deal in the mar- 
keling of their stock. It is certainly the right move 
for Edmonton to make as it will draw to her for 
manufacture and redistribution what is—or will be— 
by far the most important agricullural product in 
her mixed farming district. Edmonton is now at the 
point where she must do business in a wholesale way 
asa distributing point for a large territory. There 
is no doubt that union stockyards owned and oper- 
ated by the city is the big brick if not the corner- 
stone in the foundation for the livestock market and 
it depends very largely on how such yards are run 
We should not be satisfied in starting out with any- 
thing short of the best, then we have some assurance 
in counting on the best results." 

The feelings have been aroused over the out- 
rages at Los Angeles and the arrests of prominent 
labor men in connection with them must cause grave 
anxiely. If ever there was a time when the level- 
headed men of both parties should assert themselves 
it is now.

This morning I have run to 
earth an old enemy. Rather 
Tom Johnson did it for me. 

Johnson of Cleveland—tThree- 
Cent-Fare Johnson. 

He did it in this wavy. 

While I was in Winnipeg a 
week ago, a former resident of 
Edmonton one day at luncheon 
made a very bitter attack on both 
the Saturday News and the editor 
of this column. She charged me 
with using both paper and page 
to my own ends. Said I fearless- 
lv spoke my mind on matters 
where | had better have remained 
silent. and incidentally gave me 
a sounding slap on the way I con- 
ducted the social end of the game. 

What she claimed was utterly 
and absolutely false, and in one 
way would never have crossed 
my mind again. But to all this 
she added yet another gibe, that 
my inconsistencey knew no equal 

Frankly that bothered me. 

It is an old bug-bear of the pro- 
fession. And, here is where Tom 
Johnson came to the rescue. 

I was reading his obituary in 
The New York Evening Post, to 
learn perhaps something of the 
secret driving force that made him 
the man he was, when | ran a- 
cross this: 

“The charge made most freuent- 
ly at the late T. L.. Johnson, dur- 
ing his time of political activity. 
vas that of gross inconsistency. 
He was accused of irving to kick 
down the ladder on which he him- 
self had not only climbed, but still 
stood. A part of his large for- 
tune he had made out of street- 
railway companies, conducted on 
the old public-be-damned meth- 
ods. Yet for.years he threw him- 
self into a struggle to compel the 
large traction corporations - f 
Cleveland to reduce their fares 
while giving better service under 
franchises severely limited. John- 
son also ran for Congress as « 
tree-trader, and distributed by {he 
thousand Henry George’s book on 
the fallacies and oppressions of 
the protective system, at the very 
time when he was a large owner 
in the Loraine Steel Works\and 
reaping swollen profits from ‘the 
tariff. What could be more im- 
pudently inconsistent? 

Johnson always met the accu- 
sation with blunt directness. He 
was no dodger; least of all a hyp- 


ocrite. 
he had made a great deal of mon- 
ey out of a vicious system of man- 
aging public utilities, but this was 
not going to prevent him from at- 
tacking that system and breaking

It was true, he said, that 


it down if he could. It was also 
true that protection had brought 
him undue gains in the steel busi- 
ness, but he was convinced that 
protective taxes were unjust, and 
he was determined to fight-to a- 
bolish them if possible. The thing 
to do was to attend to the rights 
and the wrongs of both questions, 
as they confronted the public, 
and let Tom Johnson’s consisten- 
cy go hang. He was, in fact, 
simply a little more conspicuous 
than the average reformer, caught 
in the tangle of existing condi- 
tions. Even while striving might- 
ily to alter these, we are forced to 
live under them. -Just as it is 
unfair to demand that a Socialist, 
if he is honest, should divide his 
property among his fellows, ‘so 
it was quite beside the point to in- 
sist, as many foolish people long 
did, that. Tom Johnson could not 
be sincere, 
been a traction” magnate and a 


beneficiary of the protective tar- 


iff. All agitators for-social and 
political reform have these hand- 
icaps of inexorable circumstance 
They are very much like Milton’s 
lions, their hinder parts held in 
the earth while they are pawing 
to get free. No one can deny 
that Tom Johnson at least pawed 
vigorously.” 

There you have it. 

‘Tom Johnson’s consistency go 
hang.’ There is too big work 
in‘the world to do, too little time 
in which to do it, to bother over- 
long on every stray critic’s view 
of one’s consistency or the lack 
of it.

EMANCIPATE THE HORSE- 
WOMAN 

The performance of a little girl, 
almost a child, who rode with a 
Mexican saddle at the Horse 
Show, and the startling fall of a 
lady who used the persistently 
fashionable side-saddle, are les- 
sons that should help along the 
introduction of the rational me- 
thod among horsewomen. It 
is recorded that the side-saddle 
was designed for a lady of royal 
blood, who, owing to physical in- 
firmities, could not ride in a natur- 
al position. The ladies of the 
Court were, of course, impelled 
to imitate, as the courtiers of a 
certain portly King stuffed their 
clothing. The costumers began 
to create artistic designs in cloth- 
ing. The making of side-saddles 
became an interest, and the fash- 
ion spread. It is still more ten- 
acious than the hold. the side-sad- 
dle affords the rider. Its disad- 
vantages are many and obvious 
‘It affords a comparatively inse- 
cure hold. It distorts the body 
into an unnatural position and 
lessens the rider’s conerol, The 
special disadvantage of being un- 
able to dismount hurriedly .on 
either side may. lead to serious 
consequences in such an accident 
as a shy against a wall or in a 
cramped situation. The use of 
the Mexican saddle is universal 
among horsewomen in the West 
and South, while some are adopt- 
ing it here and in other parts of 
eastern Canada, but the change 
needs encouragement. Amonz 
certain classes in China, where 
the man carries the fan and the 
woman the cane, men ride side- 
ways, while the women ride in the 
natural position. But we should 
be more free in effecting reforms 
than are the people of the Orieni. 

Opinions regarding modesty 
and even morality are more or 
less entwined with prevalent 
fashions, and they tend to make 
changes difficult. Many think 
that in Canada it is seriously im- 
modest, if not actually immoral, 
for a woman to ride on horse- 
back in the natural osition. No 
doubt the relatively opposite 
view prevails in China for the 
same reason, or lack of reason. 
This is whv it requires the cour- 
age of a clear conviction and a 
strong personality for a horse- 
woman to use the Mexican saddle 
anvwhere outside the area in 
which it has the approval of cus- 
tom. Whatever may be thought 
of the theory that morals are a 
matter of geography, the modesty 
or immodesty of various fashions 
certainly are. Many horsewomen 
in eastern Canada would feel as 
deeply scandalized at the idea of 
tiding abroad in the natural po- 
sition as the women of certain 
Oriental creeds would feel at the 
idea of appearing in the presence 
of men with uncovered faces. 
But the artistic demand which pre- 
vents the general adoption of ra- 
tional clothing by women is not 
an influence against the rational 
Position in horseback riding. Cos- 
tumes can be designed quite as 
Sraceful and artistic for one no- 
sition as for the other. Thus 
the horsewoman does not en- 
counter the bar to emancipation 
confronting her sister afoot. it 
Is Clearly the part of wisdom for 
horsewomen to extend as rapidly 
as possible the area within which 
fashion sanctions the Mexican 
saddle.—Toronto Globe.

EVIL EFFECT OF POSTPON- 
ING MARRIAGE AGE 


In the ‘Eugenics Review’ for 
January Dr. Murray Leslie, while 
fully admitting the great racial ad- 
vantages that have come from the 
higher education and larger free- 
dom of women today, questions 
whether there may not be serious 
disqualifications for motherhood 


in the line that woman’s educa- 


tion is now following. 
suggest :— 

“That a Law of Consonance 
be enunciated to the effect that ‘‘a 
woman should only develop in- 
tellectually along lines that are 
consonant with the natural de- 
velopment of her capacity for 
race creativeness.”’ 

“A very useful function of the 
Eugenics Education Society would 
be to draw up a complete list of 
the pursuits for women that are 
least likely to be harmful to the 
parental instinct and capacity, and 
place them more or less in order 
of consonance. For each indi- 
vidual the degree of congeniality 
is probably the best test of con- 
sonance that can be employed. 
The new census returns may yield 
valuable information and throw a 
new light on this aspect of the 
question.” 

He mentions that postpone- 
ment of marriage has a serious 
effect on the next generation. 
He quotes Dr. Hunter to the ef- 
fect: 

“that at twenty-four to twenty. 
five years of age a woman is best 
fitted to give birth to her first- 
born, while after twenty-five 
years of age the capacity of bear- 
ing a good first-born child dimin- 
ishes. On the other hand, if the 
first-born is produced at about 
the age of twenty-five the power 
to reproduce good children will 
steadily increase with each preg- 
nancy until the mother reaches 
the age of thirty-seven, after 
which it rapidly diminishes. If 
this he true. the obvious inference 
is that woman, however educated 
and cultured she may be, who 
imarries—say after thirty years of 
age—necessarily misses the op- 
portunity of giving birth to the 
best child of which she is capable ’

Such visits do much good in 
Stimulating interest along gener- 
al musical lines, but one cannot 
listen. to a programme given by.

THE REDMAN’S RIGHTS - 


A Claim Which Is Ignored in 
British Columbia 


(From Vancouver ‘Saturday 
Sunset) 

The conduct of those Sidney 
Indians who braved the tempest- 
uous waters of the Gulf in a frail 
dugout canoe to rescue the lives 
of victims of the Iroquois disaste- 
is “commended to the considera- 
tion of those who think an Indian 
‘is altogether cultus and does not 
deserve the recognition of his 
rights. The conduct of Cowich- 
an Bob, Doughnut Charlie and 
“William ack, when compared with 

iat of some of the white men 
concerned, stamps them as he- 
1oes: of ‘the first class. They are 
to, be ‘recommended for the Hu- 
niane  Society’s medal anc it 
vould appear they are fully e: 
litled to it. 

“It may not be inappropriate 
here to refer to the articles on the 
Indian land titles question, which 
are appearing in this paper from 
time to time from the pen of the 
Rev. Arthur O’Meara. The title 
of the Indians to the lands of the 
province has never been exting- 
uished by treaty, or in any other 
way, though their lands have all 
been appropriated by the whites. 
Their title to the land was recog- 
nized and guaranteed by the pro- 
clamation of King George III, in 
.1763, and was subsequently re- 
cognized by both the Parliament 
of Great Britain and the legisla- 
ture of the colony of Vancouver. 
Notwithstanding these facts and 


the fact that the {litle has never _ 
‘been’ extinguished the. provincial 


government refuses to consent to 
submit the question to thé courts, 
saying there is no question. 


_ The Indians surrendered their 
allegiance to the King and King 
George recognized their title. to 
their lands, Yet when. the In- 
dians meet Premier McBride and 
‘present their grievance with the 
simple eloquence of the red man 
‘they are met with soft palaver a- 
bout being dutifully loyal to the 
King, and the address of _ their 
ySpokesman is wilfully suppress 
ed by the government and never 
would have reached the public 
had it not been published in this 
paper. Further than that, \ the 
white friends of the Indians are 
browbeaten by the Premier, who 
evidently lost his temper, and be- 
rated the friends of the -Indians 
/as ‘unscrupulous whites,’ who 
were giving the Indians ‘pernt- 
cious advice.’ . This insoleace 
was ably answered by Chief Kelly, 
who pointed out that the friends 
of the Indians had been organiz- 
ed for only a short time, while 
the Indians had been pressing for 
their rights for twenty years. 
‘The Indians have no rights to 
adindicate upon,’ said the govern- 
ment. They are only Siwashes 
in the estimation of the Premier. 
What good is an Indian, anyhow? 
Well, look at those three brave 
red men tossed on an angry sea 
in a cockle shell craft going to the 
rescue of drowning white men and 
women and then ask what good is 
an Indian. 


Go up to the ranch of Chief 
John Chilliheetsa, one of the 
spokesmen who interviewed the 
gove nment, at Douglas Lake and 
see his well-ordered stock farm, 
thoroughbred horses, the pride of 
the Nicola Valley, his intelligent 
family, and then say if the Indian 
is no good. Go out on the ran- 
ges and watch the Indian cow- 
boys at work and say if he is use- 
less. Ask the railway contrac- 
tors who employ the Indians as 
teamsters if they are worthless. 

Give the Indian a chance to 
be something, give him proprie- 
tary rights in his land, educate 
him like a white man, teach him 
ordinary hygiene and how to live 
and he will be a useful citizen. 
Any Indian who has half a chance 
becomes a valuable citizen. He 
is not of much value now, because 
he gets no more chance to he a 
self-respecting citizen than a vag- 
rant dog. We take iwo or three 
children from a reserve, educate 
them in a mission school, leave 
all the other children in ignorance 
on the reserve, then we throw the 
school-taught children back a- 
mong the old environments only 
to sink to or below the old level. 
‘Unscrupulous..vhites,’-to use Pre- 
mier McBside’s own expression, 
sell thein poison whiskey and de- 
hauch their women. Then’ we 
wonder,why the Indian, does not 
make .sapiething of himself.’

Francis Joseph, Emperor cf 
Austria, King of Hungary and Bo- 
hemia, is aging rapidly, and the 
tug-of-war grows stronger every 
day for the succession to the 
throne. It is a struggle between 
a beautiful and ambitious woman, 
determined to make her son a 
monarch, anda proud circle of 
archdukes, backed by the Austrian

Swore Away Wife’s Rights 


But even the stout old Emper- 
or was obliged to give in. He 
concluded that, since his nephew 
would marry any way, with or 
without: his consent, it would be 


at -his side—both. shot: ithrough- yshettec:to make a show of giving 


ihe heart. Rumor mumbled in- 
distinctly of murder at the hand 
of a former lover, but the real 
serzet of the crime is locked in 
the hearts of-a few, -who keep 
silent for the Emperor’s sake. 
Rudolph had daughters, but left 


no son, so the Grand Duke Franz 
FerJinand now became heir to the 
Austrian Empire and the Kingdom 
of Hungary. His marriage with 
Countess Sophie Chotek seemed 
cou wild a dream to be realized. 


Tru: to Eis Sweetheart 


Franz Ferdinand was forthwith 
proslaimed Crown Prince. The 
Emperor, who admired his ster- 
ling qualities and his industry in 
the task of improving the army, 
urged him fo masry and secure 
the succession to the throne. The 
pick of all the eligidle royalties 
in Europe were before him, for 
no princess of roval blood could 
fail to be attracted by the histori: 
throne of the Hapsbures. But 
Franz Ferdinand refused to ray 
suit to anv but, his Bohemian 
sweetheart, the Countess Chotek. 

Several years passed, during 
which the Emperor proposed vari- 
ous royal princesses to his ne- 
phew, but the answer was always 
the same. “I shall marry for 
love and naught else.” At last, 
in 1900, at the close of a stormy 
scene between the monarch and 
the heir to his throne, Franz Fer- 


it-*“Tie marriage was arranged, 
but, according to the constitution 
and the inflexible laws of the 
House of Havsburg. Ferdinand 
had to swear that both he and ‘his 
wife looked upon the marriage as 
a morganatic one, that she would 


never attempt to share her hus- 
band’s throne nor seek to place 


her future children thereon. The 
oath of renunciation was taken in 
ihe presence of the Emperor, and 
the Archdukes, the Ministers, and 
other State dignitaries. Ferdin- 
and kissed the crucifix held by the 
Cardinal Archbishop, whilst his 
hand rested on the Bible, thus ac- 
cepting a solemn declaration that 
was designed, signed, sealed and 
witnessed so as to make it an 
insurmountable barrier between 
his future children and the throne. 

In July, 1900, the marriage 
took place. A daughter, Sophie, 
was born in 1901, a son, Maxi- 
milian—a name borne by the 
Hapsburg’s inost brilliant mem- 
bers—in 1902, and another son, 
Ermest, in’ 1904. Now though 
she had been ready to renounce 
her own pretensions to the throne, 
the .Countess grew more ambi- 
tious “where her children were 
concerned, and soon began her 
campaign against the declaration. 
She was not received at court as 


a member of the Imperial family. 
Though her husband sat next to 
the Emperor, she had to take her

She knew the head of 
the most exclusive court in the 
world was still, in spite of ‘his ad- 
vanced years, on the most intim- 
ate and friendly terms with an ex- 
actress, Frau Catherine Schratt, 
whose charms first. captivated him 
many summers ago. Franz Jo- 
seph loves the simple dishes of 
the Viennese bourgeois table, and 
Frau Schratt knows just how to 
please his taste. Once a week he 
left his sumptuous board at the 
Burg. and went to have dinner 
with her. The Countess Chotek 


‘determined he should drop the 


house of the actress and go to 
Belvedere instead. So one day 
when he called on her before go- 
ing to the bourgeois dinner she 
amused him so well by. her 
sprichtly conversation that he for- 
got time till vast the dinner hour 
at his customary haunt. The 
Belvedere dinner was announced 
and the Emperor jnined the fam- 
ily at table. To his delight he 
found all the dishes he so much 
enjoyed at Frau Sshratt’s, for the 
Countess had managed to securé 
the services of Frau Schratt’s 
cook! Once more a woman was 
twisting a man, and an Emperor 
at that, “round her little finger.’’ 


Her Influence Grew Steadily 


From that day Countess So- 
phie’s influence on the Emperor 
has + grown... steadily. Never 
thrusting herself ‘forward unduly 
at Court she so pleased the mon- 
arch that one day he created her 
Countess Hohenburg in her own 
tight and decreed that she should 
take precedence immediately af- 
ter the Archduchesses. Very soon 
she took her place at the family 
feasts, When -her husband enter- 
tained the German Kaiser at Bel- 
vedere a few months ago, the old 
Emperor. ‘said she was to sit be- 
tween himself and the royal guest. 
So well did she.improve the shin: 
ing hour that the Kaiser invited 
her to accompany her husband on 
his return visit to the court at 
Berlin. To the’ rage of the rest 
of thé family Franz Joseph allow: 
ed her ‘to go, but thev were ce. 


Hightéd«when. she returned bitterly 
disappointed because the. German *- 


Kalserin plainly showed her that 
she did ‘not intedd to treat her as 
the future -‘Austrian Emperor's 
wife. Their joy was short-lived, 
for just after her return ot Vienna 


the court circular announced that, 
at the court ball to take place the 
following evening, the Countess 
Hohenberg, who had the sight to 
the title of Highness, . would. be 


included in-the court circle. ~ This:, 
_ announcement caused such a sen=" 
sation 


that all the aristocracy 
flocked to the ball, to see how the 
Archduchesses would take it. 
They tried to slight her, but them- 
selves were snubbed by the Em- 
peror, who paid the more marked 
attention. leading her to the sofa 
on which: some of the greatest 
Archduchesses were. seated :and 
telling them with marked empha- 
sis that her Highness would, 


henceforth. sit: among theni.. To 


make matters worse for them 
she looked so aueenly and was so 
magnificently dressed that she far 
outshone all her husband’s cou- 
sins and aunts. -A day or two 
later she was also present at a 
more intimate court function, 
when the Emperor spent nearly 
an hour at her side. 


A. Family Quarre} 


At this season’s balls, however, 
things did not run so smoothly. 
Franz Ferdinand, who has never 
regretted his choice and is as de- 
voted as ever to his wife. demand- 
ed that she should have preced- 
ence over all the other ladies of 
the family at such functions. The 
Emperor drew the line there and 
flatly refused. ‘The Crown Prince 
retorted that in that case neither 
he nor his wife would be present. 
The Emperor remonstrated, but 
in vain Everybody remarked 
their absence from the opening 
ball. No others have been given, 
the excuse being made that the 
Emperor has not yet recovered 
from a recent chill, but official 
circles in Vienna know the En- 
peror does not want to give an 
other ball without the Crown 
Prince, and Franz Ferdinati is 
adamant in his decision to keen 
away till his demands are satis 
fied. This same insistence on her 
recognition seems likely to inter- 
fere with the Prince’s appeara:ice 
at King George’s Coronation as 
the representative. of ‘the Emper- 
or. 

Meanwhile the Countess Ho- 
henberg is one of the most popu- 
lar personages in the Empire. The 
Hungarians, who never fail to 
admire that pluck and persever- 
ance of which they pride them- 
selves, declare, in Parliament and 
out, that she will be their oueed 
when her husband réigns over 
them.

The Arch-Dukes Charles 
Maximilian, hoping that their sons 
may have a clear succesion to the 
throne on Ferdinand’s. death, 
would move Heaven and earth to 
defeat her aims. 

Vienna watches with breathless 
interest, while both sides -are :pre- 
-paring for the inevitable. crisis, 
aware that this beautiful woman’s 
ambition may cause an upheaval 
of the whole empire. The Arch- 
ducal party meanwhile have plan- 
ned everything according to their 
own ideas. According to them, 
the future Emperor’s wife will, 
when he ascends to the throne, 
continue to live at Belvedere. 
The Burg Palace and Schoen- 
brunn being reserved for recep- 
tions and festivities. The Emper- 
or will return to his wife every 
day after having attended to the 
business of state in his official 


chambers at the Burg, which his’ 


wife will studiously avoid. 
“But will she?” asks Vienna, 


_ and awaits the course of events, 


with the balance of popular pro- 
phecy backing her woman’s skill 
to outwit her enemies.

see the game out in contentment. 
Give as much as you find they are 
asking you to take and you will 
be surprised at the latitude given 
you for the free exercise of your 
vocal chords in exchanging notes 
that relieve the overcharged bat- 
teries of your nerves. 


Life at best is so short and we 
come across so many examples 
where physical powers fail early 
that it is a real pleasure to hear 
of the experience of sportsmen 
who keep up with the game for 
long years. The cases of Denton 
T. Young and Edward F. Geers 
have been cited frequently in this 


> connection. 


With winelike stability these 
grand old men of baseball and 
light harness racing continue year 
after year to hold a commanding 
position in their respective pur- 
suits. By their sterling manner 
of doing things, and by their un- 
paralleled skill, these men have 
hecome examples that every 
sportsman points to with pride. 

On January 27 Geers celebra- 


- ted his sixtieth birthday, while a 


few days since Cy Young cele- 
brated the forty-fourth anniver- 
sary of his birth. Both of these 
men are in excellent health, and 
are preparing for another big sea- 
son. That neither will quit the 
race until it is impossible for him 
to continue longer and do himself 
justice is a well established fact. 
\nd when Referee Time does 
<ount one or the other out, it will 
be only after each has establish. 
ed a phenomenal record. 

Edward F. Geers, the highh 
respectable horseman from Ten- 
essee, made his initial start in a 
grand circuit race in 1881. He 
had two or three good horses that 
season, but the best one proved 
to be Annie W. in several of the 
races in which he drove her pre- 
vious to the meeting at Cleveland, 
the other drivers drove him all 
over the track to prevent him 
from) winning. In more than 
one race he was compelled to gr 
the overland race to get a part 
of the money. 

Just how long Geers will be 
able to continue to train horese 
and to ride in the thick of hard- 
fought grand circuit battles can- 
not be told. He has been severe- 
ly injured many times, but he al- 
ways comes back strong. Just 
as long as he does stick in the 
ring, just that long will he con- 
tinue as the “ean of trainers and 
race drivers, a title he has held 
for years.

Dr. Longstaff, the distinguished | 


mountain-climber, contributes this 
to the London Field: 

In ‘the Canadian Rockies and 
the Selkirks there is a country 
waiting for recognition which | 
believe is destined to become the 
playground of the world, just as 
the Alps have been for one short 
century, the playground of Eu- 
rope. In no other mountain re- 
gion of the globe do peak and 
cliff and glacier, alp-land and for- 
est, lake, cataract and stream 
form such a perfect combination 
as is to be found, not in one, but 
in hundred of places in these glor- 
ious ranges. Mere questions of 
altitude are beside the mark. 
Though I hold that no one can 
fully appreciate mountain scen- 
ery who has not actually come 
to grips with the peaks them 
selves, vet the fascination of the 
Canadian mountains is such, that 
merely to travel through them 
and camp amongst them is suffi- 
cient reward for anyone who is 
not blind. On the whole, it musi 
be admitted that the average diffi- 
culty of the climbing does not at- 
tain the European standard, but 
there are many peaks whose as- 
cent has only been accomplished 
with great difficulty. and there 
are certainly a far larger number 
of such peaks which have never 
even been seen by the moun- 
tainer. 

Inevitably, to a visitor from 
the Old World the thought arises. 
“Does Canada realize her asset. 
in this mountain heritage?’ The 
answer, though seemingly a para- 
dox, is obvious. Individually 
many Canadians, know, love and 
value their mountains, but as a 
State Canada appears distincfl, 
apathetic. The Alpine Club of 
Canada. founded only five vears 
ago, and already numbering more 
than five hundred members, bears 
witness to the appreciation of her 
people. Moreover. the record of 
this Club has been such that, with- 
out any seeking of its own, it has 
recome almost an internationai 
organization, many of the leading 
mountaineers of Great Britain 
and the United States having join- 
ed its ranks. The Club extends 
to mountainers from the Old 
Country the most generous hos. 
pitality, and the unique exper. 
ience of the director, Mr. A. O, 
Wheeler, is always at the disposal 
of those seeking advice or infor- 
mation. To me the right of stay 
ing at the beautifully situated 
club-house at» Banff is the most 
valued privilege . of | member- 
ship. 

So much for individual Cana- 
dian effort. The Provincial Goy- 
ernments of British Columbia and 
Alberta have demonstrated their 
interest and good will by financial 
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grants. towards the expenses of 
the Alpine Club camps. . The 
Canadian. Pacific Railway) Com- 
« -pany~-hasJoaned its Swiss guides 
to graduate new members at these 
camps. ..But what of Ottawa? 
Geographers are at a loss to un- 
derstand the policy of the Dom- 
inion Government -in stopping 
Survey work in the mountains 
during the last few years. The 
sketch map, made in 1902 by P,o- 
fessor Norman Collie, of the Eng- 
lish Alpine Club, is still the only 
available topographical map of 
the Great Divide, north of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway though 
this actually forms the Provin- 
cial boundary. --insthe Najional 
Park, with an area of about 5000 
square miles, centering around 
Banff, practically nothing has 
been done by the Dominion-Gov- 
ernment to facilitate travel. With 
all its natural advantages over 
the Yellowstone and Yosemite 
Parks most of this great play- 
ground lies neglected by the Gov- 
ernment and practically closed to 
its owners, the Canadian people. 
I have travelled with a pack train 
-from Bow Pass in the north to 
Mount Assiniboine in the south, 
for in the Rocky Mountains it is 
possible to, take horses almost 
anywhere; but in the. absence of 
decent trails the cost in time, and 
consequently in money, is unne- 
cessarily great, and must prove a 
deterrent to many who would 
otherwise visit the recesses of 
such a magnificent expanse of 
country. In one sense, of course. 
such official neglect acts as an in- 
centive to the wandering moun- 
taineer, for on all sides he can 
break new ground, attack virgin 
peaks, and even find new ones. 
But if the Dominion Government 
kept only one survey party in the 
field year after year, as ther 
might not unfairly be expected to 
do, it would be many decades be- 
fore the- opportunity before. the 


- opportunity for private explora- 


tion came to an end. 
COVER POINT 
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___ “THE ICE IS OUT” 


For weeks past some thousands 
of men, scattered throughout the 
country, have been awaiting the 
receipt of a four-word telegram 
from a hotel-keeper, a camp pro- 
prietor, or a favorite guide in the 
northern woods. 

“The ice is out.” To those 
who receive the despatch it means 
the coming of long-expected and 
long-deferred pleasure. The 
lakes are open. The fishing sea- 
son is on. It is time to pack the 
kit and start. 

The going out of the ice is one 
ef the annual miracles. For 
weeks the sun has been rising 
higher and higher, beating every 
day a little harder on the icy bar- 
riers; yet apparently it has had no 
effect. The surface of the lake 
is still unbroken, and so far.as 
the eve can see, is unaffected by 
the advancing season. Only last 
week one might have driven safe- 
Ik across it. Even yesterday it 
was safe to walk on; but to-day 
the ice is out. 

The miracle is constantly re- 
peating itself in human life. Men 
see some cruel wrong, and address 
themselves to righting it. They 
Kive generously of time and mon- 
ey, work unselfishly year after 
sear, and perhaps hecome dis- 
heartened by the lack of interest 
and slowness of the response. 
The mass of selfishness and indif- 
ference is so huge that it seems 
impossible for any sun of right- 
eousness to thaw it. The evil 
still exists. Years of effort have 
made no visible mark upon it: 
What is the use of fighting any 
longer? ‘ 

There is no use, because there 
isno more need. We wake some 
morning to find the battle won. 
The ice has been disintegrating, 
although we did not know it. A 
wind, hot with human passion,— 
a ‘Slocum’ disaster, or a Washing- 
ton Place fire,x—has melted the 
mass inanight. Indifference and 
coldness are gone; the thing we 
have heen working for is accom. 
plished.

ings of the prisoner. The sus 
of compassion shone for half a 


century upon slavery in America — 


before the evil melted away. Why 
should we be discouraged about 
any reform.—Youth’s Compan- 
ion.

Colour a Protection Against Dan- 
soot gerous Rays 

Natural skin colour is a protect. 

ive adaption against the danger- 


ous rays of sunlight. . The pro-

“If pigment is developed: ac- . 


cording to need, and if black 
stops niore rays than brown, and 
brown than yellow, we ought to 
be able to delimit climatic colour 
zones; and no individual or race 
can expect to flourish in any such 
zone unless protected artificially 
or naturally by the degree of pig- 
ment normally necessary for the 
zone, as no plant can survive 
without sufficient chlorophyll to 
absorb the rays of the particular 
wave-length which will break up 
the carbonic oxide of the air.’ 


Colour Zones 


The black skins among men 
will be found, because needed, in 
the hottest parts of the world that 
are unforested. The whitest 
skins are found where the local 
telief gives most access inland to 
moist winds under. cloudy skies 
in high latitudes—that is, Europe. 


Intermediate between the. black. : 
skin and the white is the yellow, . 


the product of desicccating grass- 
lands in temperate climates. The 
Professor continues:— 
“Comparison of the mean iso- 
therm of 80 degrees F. with the 
mean annual isohyet of ten inches 
inside. the tropics suggests, then, 


that. about 25. degrees N. and S. ° 
are the natural limits of black skin | 


and that White people trying to 
settle inside these limits must wear 
coal-black underclothing of some 
animal fabric, wool or silk, and 
outer clothing of pure white co- 
lour and vegetable origin, cotton 
or flax. Even then everyone 
out-of-doors should—as a coun- 
sel of perfection—wear spectac- 
les and be closely veiled 

“There is a climatic propriety 
in the love of naturally brown- 
skinned peoples for clothing of 
colours from the low end of the 
spectrum, specially red and yel- 
low.”’ 


“White Probably Doomed to 
Disappear.” 


The southern limit of the un- 
tanned man white man must be 
fixed at about 55 degrees N.—- 
that is the latitude of Copenhagen 
—while a tanned white man is a 
native of 45 degrees to 55 de- 
grees N. The Professor con- 
cludes with this dark outlook:— 

“If any White man can settle 
in the tropics it is this tanned 
White man; but probably only 
the Yellow man can settle there, 
and the blond White is probably 
doomed to disappear off the face 
of the earth. Pigment is no dan- 
ger, though unnecessary in high 
latitudes, while the absence of it 
is fatal in low latitudes without 
precautions which no ordinary 
White man will systematically a- 
dopt; and therefore the Dark can 
intrude permanently into the do- 
main of the Fair with more suc- 
cess than the Fair can intrude in- 
to the domain of the Dark.’

miting the Times building of that 
city. 

“The Times building was 
blown up by gas, not by dyna- 
mite. There was a smell of gas 
throughout the building days be 
fore the explosion. The Times 
building blew upwards, dynamite 
blows ‘downward. The build- 
ing- became a mass, of flames in 
an instant. Dynamite is not in- 
flammable. The neighboring 
buildings, were not injured.. Dy- 
“namite causes 
which shatters glass for miles a- 
round. There was not one of 
the effects of dynamite explosioa 
about the Times disaster. Every

indication pointed to gas... It 
was an identical disaster with that 
which demolished’ the Herald 
building ‘of Montreal causing a 
loss of thirty-one lives. 

“There is absolutely . nothing 
to connect McNamara with the 
explosion. But there is a great 
reason why the capitalist vultures 
want to judicially murder this 
man. He has been instrumental 
in building up a powerful labor 
organization. The Structural Wor- 
kers are winning their strike in 
Los Angeles.
